The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney's Office has 
completed its review of the September 28, 2012, non-fatal shooting of Antonio Garcia by Los 
Angeles County Sheriff s Department (LASD) Deputies [UN MB 
have concluded that the deputies acted in self defense and in defense of each other. 


The District Attorney's Command Center was notified of the shooting on September 28, 2012, 

at 11:55 p.m. The District Attorney Response Team, comprised of Deputy District Attorney 
Stephanie Sparagna and District Attomey Senior Investigator EEE responded to the scene and 
was given a briefing of the circumstances of the shooting and a walk-through of the scene. 


The following analysis is based on reports submitted by LASD Homicide Detectives Margarita 
Perone and‘Dameron Peyton. The voluntary statements of the deputies were considered in this 
analysis. 


FACTUAL ANALYSIS 


On September 28, 2012, LASD Deputies ШЕИ and И responded to “an assault with a 
deadly weapon” call in the area of 1° Street and Mednick Avenue in the City of East Los 
Angeles. The deputies contacted an unidentified man who had just exited a pedestrian bridge 
which spanned across the 60 Freeway. The man informed the deputies that there was a male 
hiding on the bridge. On the bridge, the deputies encountered Antonio Garcia who pointed a gun 
at them resulting in an officer involved shooting. 


Statement of as 


ERE: walking home from the train station located at 1* Street and Beverly Boulevard 
when he encountered Garcia at the corner of 1“ Street and Mednick Avenue. Garcia asked 
here he was from and Е sponded that he was from nowhere. Garcia 
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stated, “I’m from Arizona! and I have a gun. I’m going to kill you. You better run.” Garcia 
started counting, “One, two three." HE dismissed Garcia’s threats and began walking 
away. Suddenly, EY heard three gunshots and immediately ran toward his home. 


Statement of Depu 


Deputy И parked his patrol car near the bridge walkway. He saw Garcia crouched down 
on the walkway, illuminated him with a flashlight and ordered him to stand and show his hands. 
Garcia rose to his feet, reached in his waistband, produced a handgun and pointed it at 

Fearing for his safety, MM fired two rounds at Garcia. NN gun malfunctioned. 
HEE stepped in front of HEE who tried to correct the malfunction as Garcia ran. 
[EEE corrected the malfunction and both deputies followed Garcia. As they crossed the 
apex of the bridge, И saw Garcia and again ordered him to stop. Garcia turned toward 
the deputies brandishing the gun. Fearing for his safety and for the safety of as 

fired an additional series of rounds. Garcia fell to the ground, got up and continued running 
across the bridge into Belvedere Park, located on the opposite end of the bridge, where he was 
detained by responding deputies.” 


Statement of Depu ty M 


NES broadcasting via his hand held radio reporting a person hiding on the bridge 
as approached the рл „туы EN shouting commands followed by 
the sound of gunfire. heard yell that his gun was jammed, ran to his aid, drew 
his service weapon and got in front оо provide cover as Garcia ran across the bridge. 
ERI cleared his weapon and the two deputies ran after Garcia who stopped and turned 
toward them brandishing his gun in their direction. {fired three rounds at Garcia who fell 
to the ground, got up, ran across the bridge and was detained by other deputies.’ 


Statement of Antonio Garcia 


Garcia went to Ralphs market to purchase gin and was planning to attend a party later in the 
evening. He exited the Metrolink at 1“ Street and Mednik Avenue. He did not recall 
confronting anyone on the street, denied shooting Що: being a member of “Arizona 
Maravilla.” He carried a gun inside his front pant’s pocket. However, he did not know where 
the gun came from but believed someone put it in his backpack. He fired the handgun twice in 
the air to see if the gun was functioning. He did not know why the deputies shot him.‘

Garcia was in possession of a .32 caliber Smith and Wesson, Model 32, revolver. There was one 
live round in the gun and six live rounds found inside Garcia's backpack. 


Garcia was charged with attempted murder of | m violation of Penal Code 
section 664/187(a) and two counts of assault with a firearm on a Peace Officer in violation of 
Penal Code section 245(d)(1) in Case No. BA403171. This matter is pending in Department 
132. 


LEGAL ANALYSIS 


California law permits the use of deadly force in self-defense if the person claiming the right of 
self-defense actually and reasonably believed that he was in imminent danger of great bodily 
injury or death. People v. Humphrey (1996) 13 Cal.4th 1073, 1082; see also, 

CALCRIM No. 505. 


CONCLUSION 


The evidence examined shows that Antonio Garcia threatened to kill and tried to kill |] 
and assaulted Deputies [Mand ith a loaded firearm. In reasonable 

fear of great bodily injury or death, Deputies апа fired their service weapons 

striking Garcia. Based on the foregoing, we find that Deputies and 

acted in lawful self-defense and in defense of each other. We are therefore closing our 

file and will take no further action in this matter.

You are hereby notified that it is the intention of the Sheriffs Department to suspend you 
without pay from your position of Deputy Sheriff, Item No. 2708A, with this Department 
for a period of two (2) days. 


An investigation under IAB File Number 2364956, conducted by Internal Affairs Bureau, 
coupled with your own statements, has established the following: 


1. That in violation of the Manual of Policy and Procedures, 
Section(s) Obedience to Laws, Regulations, and Orders 
(specifically pertaining to 5-06/105.00, Tactical Incidents 
and/or 5-09/220.50, Foot Pursuits), on or about September 
28, 2012, while on duty, you failed to conform to the work 
standards established for your position as a detective when 
you failed to employ sound tactical principles during a tactical 
dilemma while investigating an illegal shooting/assault with a 
deadly weapon call which evolved in a deputy involved 
shooting and a foot pursuit as evidenced by, but not limited to: 


a. failing to broadcast on a Sheriffs Communications Center 
access channel and advise Sheriffs Communication 
Center personnel and personnel from East Los Angeles 
station that you were involved in a deputy-involved 
shooting and that you were engaged in a foot pursuit; 
and/or, 


b. failing to communicate and coordinate East Los Angeles 
station personnel's response, immediately after a deputy- 
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involved shooting and prior to the initiation of a foot pursuit, 
for the purpose of isolating and/or apprehending a suspect 
who was attempting to avoid detention and/or arrest; 
and/or, 


c. placing yourself in a tactical disadvantage by forfeiting 
cover and closing the distance on an armed suspect. 


Additional facts for this decision are set forth in the Disposition Worksheet, Investigative 
Summary and Investigative Packet which are incorporated herein by reference.

overpass and stopped to ask if he had seen anyone similar to the description of the 
suspect involved in the call. The bicyclist said there was a male Hispanic hiding on the 
pedestrian overpass and directed their attention to the opening of the walkway. The 
deputies drove to the entrance, parked their vehicle and exited. 


As Deputy AE the entrance to the walkway, he illuminated the area with his 
flashlight and saw the suspect crouching near a backpack on the ground. The suspect 
immediately stood up and pointed a handgun at ШЕШШ Fearing for his safety and his 
partner's safety, ШИ fired a volley of shots at the suspect, who then ran 
southbound on the overpass. Соро >: Ect to the top of the 
walkway where they had last seen the suspect and peered around the corner. Again, 
they saw the suspect standing in the center of the walkway as he raised a handgun 
toward them. Both deputies, fearing for their safety, fired several rounds, striking the 
suspect. The suspect dropped his handgun and ran southbound over the 60 Freeway 
and into Belvedere Park, where he was detained by assisting deputies. 


Suspect Garcia sustained 5 gunshot wounds to the lower back and 1 to the rightleg. He 
was transported to Los Angeles County/USC Medical Center where he is listed in stable 
condition. 


A Smith & Wesson, Model 832, six shot revolver, was recovered at the scene. The 
weapon's cylinder contained one expended .32 auto shell casing. Оп the walkway, one 
expended .32 auto shell casing and five, live .32 auto rounds, were recovered. іх live

As they rounded the corner he saw the suspect at the apex of the 
footbridge. The suspect turned toward them with the gun in his hand and pointed it in 
their direction. ЕНИ: out of fear for his and his partner's life and safety, 
he fired his gun three to four times at the suspect. He heard ME fire his 
weapon three to four times as well. 


f= CI said he saw the suspect fall down the slope of the footbridge and 
momentarily lost sight of him. He then regained sight of the suspect who resumed 
running southbound over the footbridge, and eastbound down and out of the footbridge 
into Belvedere Park. EN 55 at that point he felt the suspect was not 
going to shoot at them so he started transmitting emergency radio traffic via his handheld 
radio.

Deputy said he and his partner continued to chase the suspect into the park to 


contain, being careful of crossfire from responding units. The suspect ran into the park 
and was detained by a responding unit. 
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SUSPECT STATEMENT: 


Suspect Antonio De Jesus Garcia was interviewed on October 1, 2012 by Homicide 
Investigators Barron and Peyton. The interview was audio recorded. 


Suspect Garcia said on September 28, 2012 he went to play basketball with friends at a 
local park in East Los Angeles. Later that day he went to "Ralph's," and purchased some 
gin. Suspect Garcia had a "couple shots" of the gin and was planning to attend a party 
later in the evening with friends. 


Suspect Garcia said he remembers exiting the Metro-link train sometime during the 
evening in the vicinity of 1* Street and Mednick Avenue. He did not remember 
confronting anyone on the street. Suspect Garcia admitted to carrying a gun inside his 
front pants pocket on the evening of the shooting. He was unaware where the gun came 
from, but believes someone put it into his backpack earlier that day. He admitted to firing 
the handgun twice in the air to see if the gun was functional.

Suspect Garcia said he had been “shot” by deputies, but did not know why. Не recalled 
being detained on the footbridge by deputies. He said he walked toward deputies who 
were yelling commands at him when they shot him. 

Suspect Garcia admitted that the backpack recovered on the pedestrian bridge belonged 
to him. He denied pointing the gun at the deputies. 

SUSPECT INJURIES: 

The suspect sustained one gunshot wound to the upper/middle back, one gunshot wound 
to the middle of back, one gunshot wound to the left lower back, one gunshot wound to 
the back left thigh, one gunshot wound to the left knee
